In doing so she communi- 
cated fire to the house, which with her screams, 
tg a speedy assistance, not however, until 
her clothes, with the exception of where con- 
fined to her waist, were entirely consumed and 
the poor woman was almost, literally, roasted 
alive. The house was nearly destroyed, and 
Mr. Eaton's family broken u by this truly 
melancholy and distressing accident”

LAW DECISIONS. 


REPORTED FOR THE FARMER. 


Wasuinerox Co—Tucker versus WENTWORTH 
§ al. A school district, not formed by the 
town, in pursuance of statutory provisions, has 
no corporate powers. . 

1f there be a school district, claiming to ex- 
ist as such, without any act of the town, the 
appointment by the town, of an agent for such 
district, will not, of itself, give the district 
legal existence. ; 
Such a district cannot, by its vote, authorize 
the assessment of taxes for any purpose what- 
ever. 

An assessment of taxes, made by the assess- 
sors of a town, pursuant to the vote of such a 
district, raising money for the erection of a 
school-house, is illegal. 

Any inhabitant of such a district, whose 
property shall be distrained, by virtue of the 
assessors’ warrant to collect such a tax, may 
recover its value in a suit against the assessors. 

Two or more districts united according to the 
arrangement pointed out in the statute of 1847, 
ce. 25, §3,do not thereby abolish the original 
districts or create a new one. 

That arrangement merely authorizes the sev- 
eral districts to use a portion of their school 
money in concert with each other, for greater 
facility in the instruction of their more ad- 
vanced scholars, without impairing the rights 
or obligations of each of the original districts 
to maintain its own schools.

| firing at us; he was not allowed to board the

| boat, who informed him that the port was block- 
aded, and that we must immediately leave the 
harbor or he would sink us.

ARRIVAL OF THE CANADA. 

The steamship Canada arrived at Halifax on 
Wednesday of last week with seven days later 
news. We make the following synopsis of the 
advices by this arrival:— 


Great Barrain. There are no tidings of the 
steamship ‘‘City of Glasgow.” 

The American Consul at London has deter- 
mined to send from London eight seamen belong- 
ing to the clipper ship Sovereign of the Seas to 
New York, for mutiny.

Continued activity prevailed in the shipping 
of troops. 

Spain. The Madrid correspondent of the 
London Times writes on the 20th a letter com- 
menting unfavorably on Mr. Soule, the United 
States Minister. He says that up to that date 
the notes exchanged between Mr. Soule and the 
Spanish Government were five in number. No. 
1, by Mr. Soule, states the complaints of the 
United States and the reparation he is instructed 
to demand, and requiring a positive reply within 
48 hours. No. 2. The Spanish Government de- 
clares its inability to reply until information 
was received from Cuba. No. 3, the Times calls 
a most rude and discourteous document from 
Mr. Soule, taxing the Spanish Government with 
seeking to postpone a reply, and affirming, or 
rather insinuating, that Spain had received des- 

atches from Havana, but suppressed them. 
Ko. 4, from the Spanish Government, was so 
strong that the senders thought it not unlikely 
that Mr. Soule would demand his passports. 
No. 5, from Mr. Soule, was in milder terms. 
Contents not transpired. 

The correspondent also says that the Spaniards 
look on American claims as overbearing and ex- 
orbitant. 

On the 18th, Mr. Soule was present at a 
dinner given by Lord Howden, the British 
minister. 

Greece. From Athens 21st, the reports are 
that the Gulf of Corinth was guarded by French 
ships of war, and all communication “/. * 
between the Continent and Peloponnesus. The 
whole of Southern Thessaly is in arms, and it 
was reported that the Turks were defeated at 
Mezzobo. This is doubtful. 

Ecyrr. The Viceroy had revived the decree 
probibiting the exportation of corn. 

Curva. Hong Kong dates of March 11th 
state that the storeship Supply reports the 
American squadron to have sailed for Japan— 
(date not given.) 

Canton was quiet. 

Tur War. The St. Petersburg Journal con- 
tains a notice from the Russian Minister of France, 
allowing English and French vessels six weeks 
from the 19th of April to depart from Russian 
ports in the Black Sea, and six weeks from the 
7th of May to leave ports in the Bultic. Enemies’ 

roperty in neutral bottoms will be regarded as 
inviolable, and may be imported into Russia. 
Subjects of neutral powers on board enemies’ 
ships will not be molested. 

A French imperial decree allows Russian ships 
which lay in portsin the Baltic and White Seas 
before the 11th, to unload and return unmolested 
to Russia or neutral ports. 

Twelve Russian merchant ships are already 
captured by British cruisers. Six of these have 
arrived in England, and the crews were liberated 
on parole not to serve against England or France. 

News from the seat of war indicates increased 
vigor on the part of theallies. Twenty thousand 
French and ten thousand English troops had 
landed at Gallipoli, one portion of which is sent 
to Scutari, and another is on the march for 
Adrianople; but no event of importance had 
taken place. 

The report of the bombardment and capture of 
Odessa by the allied fleets was totally untrue. 
The story arose from the circumstance of the 
batteries at Odessa having fired harmlessly into 
the British ship Furious, which was sent with a 
flag of truce to bring off the Consul and British 
residents. The ships of the allied fleets were, 
however, within sight of Odessa on the 21st, and 
an attack may very soon occur. 

On the 16th of April a sharp combat took 

lace before Kalafat. Twenty squadrons of 
tussians, with six guns, were making a recon- 
noissance of the Turkish lines, when the Turks 
sallied out with two regiment of regulars, under 
Pacha Bayouk and after a combat of three hours’ 
duration, obliged the Russians to retreat, with a 
loss of 500 men. 

Omar Pasha was at Shumla, concentrating his 
forces, apparently fur defensive measures only. 

The Russians were still fortifying themselves 
in Dobrudscha. They had not crossed Trajan‘s 
wall. The forces before Kalafat were with- 
drawn towards Krajova. Their strength in the 
Dobrudscha is about 30,000 men. 

It was rumored at Vienna that Paskiewitch 
had ordered the evacuation of Lesser Wallachia. 
This, if true, was regarded as a concession to re- 
tain the favor of Austria. 

‘Troops were retreating towards Bucharest, in- 
dicating a change in the plans of Russian opera- 
tions. 

The expulsion of the Greeks from Turkey con- 
tinues. Their stores and dwellings, in which 
some arms were found, have been seized and 
closed up. 

Asta Mixon. Four thousand Turkish irregu- 
lars refused to march from Erzeroum (Turkish 
Armenia) to Kars on account of arrears of pay. 

Accounts from Circassia of the Ist state that 
the insurrection against Russia is becoming gen- 
eral among all the warlike tribes of the Caucasus. 
Schamyl's agents are indefatigable. The presence 
of the fleets in the Black Sea, with the conse- 
quent abandonment of the Russian ports on the 
Circassian coast, and supplies being cut off from 
the Russians via Redout Kale, had made a deep 
impression on the mountaineers, and it was be- 
lieved that Schamyl would soon be in sufficient 
force to attack the Russian headquarters at Tiflis. 





Tue Six New Sream Fricates. Itis under- 
stood that the Secretary of the Navy has deter- 
mined to build one of these ships in the Boston 

ard ; a second in the New York yard; a third 
in the Philadelphia yard ; a fourth in the Wash- 
ington yard; and two in the Norfolk yard. 
There are two ships already under construction 
in the Portsmouth (N.H.) yard—the Santee 
and the Franklin. The machinery for one of 
them will be constructed in the Washington 
yard, that being the only Government establish- 
ment of the kind in which such work can be 
done. At present its capacities in that line are 
said to be only such as to justify the attempt to 
construct the machinery necessary for one of 
these vessels, if they are to be promptly built 
and put into commission. 

We take it for granted that the machinery 
for the others must be built by contract, under 
these circumstances; and under such stipula- 
tions, of course, as will comply to the letter 
with their engagements, or pay the penalties to 
be agreed on. We hear further that the Secre- 
tary will, if possible, have the advantage of the 
advice of some of the most successful private 
steamship builders in this country, in superin- 
tending the building of these vessels We pre- 
sume that this will be to insure that all the 
modern improvements, known to the art of mer- 
chant steamship building, which may be appli- 
cable to steamers of war, will be made available 
in the construction of these new steamships of 
war. [Washington Star of Tuesday evening. 





Rocktann. Lieut. Newton has made a sur- 
vey of the harbor at Rockland, with a view to 
the construction of a breakwater by the U.S. 
Government. Ile says, ‘‘Three hundred ves- 
sels, coasters and fishing craft, are owned here, 
and about two hundred more are estimated as 
traling with the place. Rockland, from a very 
small village has grown intoa large town of 
seven thousand inhabitants within the space of 
ten years, and is deservedly considered one of 
the most flourishing places in Maine.

THE GOLD M.NES OF FRANKLIN. 

We find in our exchanges, occasional allusions 
to the gold mines in Madrid and Salem, in this 
county, and people ata distance may wonder that 
the Chronicle should give no more information 
upon a subject of so much local importance. 
We have had reasons for our silence. We have 
not wished to create premature excitement—as 
we are satistied that a miniature California rush 
will come along with the opening of spring fully 
soon enough for the convenience or interest of 
the community. We are familiar with the geolo- 
gical features of the regiun about the head waters 
of Sandy River, and years before gold was dis- 
covered in California we predicted to some scien- 
tific friends that the precious metals would one 
day be discovered in this part of Maine. The 
section of the country is an auriferous formation; 
and that the owners of certain tracts of land 
will realize handsome fortunes, we have nota 
doubt. But we must caution speculators against 
wild adventure, for though we believe there is 
more gold in the vicinity of Abraham, Saddle- 
back and Bigelow than has ever yet been dug 
from as large a section in California, much labor 
and vast expense will be required to get at it. 
To speak in the language of geology, the stra- 
tum containing the original deposit of the gold 
—and where alone it will be found in large 
quantities—is, in most instances, overlaid by 
masses of debris from the cloud capped summits 
and slopes of the mountains, which will occasion 
enormous expense in reaching it. Hence though 
in some small tracts where it ‘crops out,’ 
fortunes possibly may be made suddenly, we 
are of opinion that there is very little induce- 
ment for multitudes, without capital, to rush to 
the diggings. Most of the profit that will be 
realized from the gold mines of Franklin will be 
obtained by companies who have sufficient capi- 
tal to enable them to spend thousands dollars, 
often, perhaps, in ineffectual attempts to reach the 
original deposite. At present much the safest 
way for our citizens generally, will be to de- 
pend upon digging, for purposes of cultivation, 
the rich suil which overlays the gold formation 
of Maine. [Farmington Chronicle. 


THE WHEAT CROP. 


The accounts with regard to the growing 
wheat crops are highly flattering. We subjoin 
a few extracts frum Southern and Western 
papers which will serve asa specimen of the 
reports from all quarters : 

he Corunna (Mich.) Democrat says: 
‘*It gives us pleasure to announce the healthy 
and vigorous state of the crops in this county, 
and also in Clinton a large ay of which 
counties we passed through last week. Our 
farmers are anticipating a heavy crop the com- 
ing harvest.’’ 
_ Phe Fulton (Illinois) Ledger has the follow- 
ing : 
‘During the past week, having occasion to 
visit the south and southeastern part of this 
county, we were agreeably surprised to find the 
wheat prospects in such a flattering condition. 
The past spring, although somewhat cold, has 
been peculiarly favorable to the wheat, and if 
nothing occurs to blight the present prospects, 
there will be a great yield of wheat in old Ful- 
ton.”’ 
The Petersburgh (Va.) Intelligencer of the 
8th, says: 
“The wheat cfop in this city, and along the 
line of the railroad from here to Warren county, 
N. C., looks remarkably well, and should no 
disaster befall it, will reward the farmer with an 
abundant yield.” 
The Staunton (Va.) Messenger of May 6, 
says : 
“The prospects fora good wheat crop were 
never more cheering in this and adjoining coun- 
ties, than at present. The prospect for fruit, 
too, is yet quite good, notwithstanding the 
heavy frosts, sleets, and deep snows that have 
from time to time, of late, made us fearful of 
the result.” 











Serrovs Resutts rrom Vacctnatiox. On 
Wednesday of last week, three children of Mr. 
Louis A. Woodbury (himself now in California, 
but whose family reside in Westbrook) under- 
went innoculation for the small pox. The opera- 
tion was performed at 10 o'clock in the forenoon. 
That evening their arms were prematurely sore, 
and began rapidly to swell. Very soon one 
after the other was attacked with vomiting. ~ 
The children continued very sick until next day; 
when Dr. Houghton of this city was called to 
attend them. On Friday one of the children 
(the oldest boy,) died. Constitutionally he was 
not so strong as the other two, who, by the aid 
of powerful prescriptions, began to improve, 
and will doubtless recover. 

The children up to the time of the vaccination 
were in ordinary health. Their ages were about 
six, four and three years, respectively. 

It seems very evident that the sickness and 
death must have resulted from the vaccination, 
but whether from improper vaccine matter or 
otherwise we have not sufficient information to 
enable us to say. [Portland Advertiser. 





Soap 1x Haytr. It is said that there is no 
country in the world which consumes more soap 
in proportion to the number of its population 
than Hayti. About three million pounds of 
the article are annually imported from the 
United States alone. A writer from Port au 
Prince says that all this soap is imported in the 
form of small bars, not exceeding two inches in 
thickness, because these dimensions admit of 
subdivisions into lumps of the size and shape 
the people are accustomed to. The Haytiens 
are regular in their ablutions, and itis their 
greatest delight tu appear in garments fresh and 
stiff from the ironing table. ‘Their clothes are 
always washed in the running streams. They 
have no idea of the economy of suds, and thus 
at least four-fifths of their soap is wasted at 
every washing. 





San Francisco. San Francisco is a city of 
such recent date, and its devolopment has been 
so rapid, within the past few years, that even 
now we can hardly realize its true position as a 

at commercial city. We learn from the city 
irectory of San Francisco, that there are at the 
present time included within the limits of the 
metropolis, 240 public streets and alleys, which 
are divided into eight wards. There are 24 
wharves capable of accommodating the largest 
vessels. There are also 58 markets ; 21 churches; 
161 public houses ; 70 restaurants ; 19 banking 
houses ; 3 assay offices; 9 insurance offices with 
a capital of $26,000,000; 5 theatres ; two con- 
cert halls; and seven public schools. It has 
22 newspapers and periodicals, and can boast a 
large number of benevolent and other societies. 
There are also incorporated in the city, a 
Mountain Lake Water Company, with a capital 
of $1,000,000; a plank road company with 
a capital of $300,000; a telegraph company 
with a capital of $300,000; a gas company ; 
three steamship companies; six independent 
militia and sixteen fire companies; fourteen 
mills ; sixty-three bakeries, and a branch of the 
public mint. In the city of San Francisco are 
consuls fur twenty-eight foreign countries. The 
whole number of names in the directory is 
about 14,000. The entire population is proba- 
bly 40,000. 


Trape or THe Sanpwicu Isuanps. During 
the year 1853, 637 American vessels touched at 
the Islands, of which 500 were whalers, and 
137 merchantmen. The tonnage of the latter 
amounted to 45,235 tons. The whvle number 
of French ships amounted to 24 ; of British 21 ; 
Bremen 14; all others 19. The total amount 
of Merchandise imported paying duty was $1,- 
160,355 13. Imports duty free $121,596 05, 
making a total of $1,281,951 18, of which 
ninety per cent. was furnished by the United 
States, leaving only ten per cent. to be received 
from all other countries. From this statement 
it is evident the U. States are more deeply in- 
terested in the trade of. the Islands, than might 
have been supposed.

THIRTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


Morpay, May 8. 
Senats. In the Senate this morning, Mr. Douglas 
presented a memorial from 504 clergymen of the 
North Western states, against the Nebraska bill. 
The Chair laid before the Senate a statement 
from the Secretary of the Treasury of the amount of 
stocks and other government securities, redeemed 
since the 3d of March, 1853. The whole amount of 
stocks redeemed is $18,813,714; premium paid on 
same, 2,659,902, Amount of stock insured and au- 
thorized to be issued, including the Texas indemnity, 
Treasury notes, &c., for which the United States is 
liable, outstanding, was $50,316,000. 
The Chair also presented a message from the 
President, transmitting copies of the correspondence 
of Mr. Barnard, late U. S. Minister at Berlin, with 
the King of Prussia, relating to religious toleration ; 
and also with the authorities of Bremen and other 
places, respecting the arrest of certain Americans. 
Referred. 
The veto on the Insane Land bill was postponed to 
Wednesday. 
The Homestead bill was postponed till Tuesday 
week. Adjourned. 
Hovsr. Inthe House, Mr. Richardson of IIli- 
nois moved to go into the committee of the whole, 
avowing his intention to be, should the motion suc- 
ceed, to move to lay aside all preceding business, and 
take up the Nebraska bill—ecarried by a vote of 109 
yeas to 88 nays. 
The House then went into Committee, Mr. Olds of 
Ohio in the chair. After some discussion all the pre- 
ceding business, including the Deficiency bill, was 
laid aside by an average vote of about 99 to 33 on 
each bill; and after some tumultuous proceedings, 
and several ineffectual motions for the Committee to 
rise, the Nebraska-Kanzas bill was taken up, when 
Mr. Richardson said he proposed to offer a substitute 
for the bill, which would be substantially the Senate 
bill with the omission of the Clayton amendment and 
the addition of a few other immaterial amendments. 
A debate ensued, and motion to lay the Nebraska 
bill on the table was defeated by a vote of 105 to 85. 
Adjourned. 

Tvespay, May 9. 
Sevate. Inthe Senate several memorials were 
presented including some against the Nebraska bill. 
A resolution was adopted calling for the reports of 
Mr. Sandford, late Charge to Paris, on the different 
systems of penal code in France. 
The Indian appropriation bill was taken up and de- 
bated until the Senate adjourned. 


House. The House on meeting, went into Com- 
mittee on the Nebraska bill. Speeches were made 
by several members, and at 10 o’clock the committee 
rose and the House adjourned. 

Wepyespay, May 10. 
Senate. A report was made, recommending the 
purchase of the Mount Vernon estate, for an experi- 
mental farm, 
A motion to print the agricultural part of the 
Patent Office report, was agreed to. 
Mr. Hunter made an inetfectual motion to take up 
the vetoed Insane Land Bill. 
The other business transacted was of little impor- 
tance. 
The Senate went into Executive Session, and 
shortly after adjourned. 


Hovse. The Nebraska Bill was debated until ad- 
journment. 

Tuvrspay, May 11. 
Seyate. Mr. Mallory of Florida offered a resolu- 
tion of inquiry as to the expediency of authorising 
the Secretary of War to finish the fortifications at 
Tortugas and Key West. Adopted. : 
The vetoed Insane Land bill was taken up, and 
Mr. Badger of North Carolina spoke two hours, sus- 
taining the constitutionality of the bill. The bill 
was postponed to Monday. Adjourned. 
Hovsr. In the House to-day, Mr. Richardson 
offered a resolution that the debate on the Nebraska 
bill shall terminate to-morrow at 12 o’clock. 
Much confusion ensued. 
10 P. M. The House is still in session, and the 
whole forenoon has been passed in a fruitless effort of 
the majority to proceed to business. The minority 
appeared resolutely determined to defeat all business 
until after Tuesday. 

Fripay, May 12. 

Sevate. Senate met atthe usual hour, but no 
quorum being present, did nothing, and soon after- 
wards adjourned to Monday. 
Hovse. The House spent the whole night in parli- 
amentary tactics and bickerings, without accomplish- 
ing anything, with the exception of the waste of time 
aimed at by the opponents of the Nebraska bill. 
Motions to adjourn were frequently made, and calls 
for the yeas and nays likewise. At daylight this 
morning the House was called and no quorum being 
present, the Sergeant-at-Arms was sent after absen- 
tees, several of whom appeared about 9 o’clock and 
ofered their excuses, 
Motions to adjourn were renewed, and at half-past 
12 o’eclock to-day, the struggle was being carried on 
with as much animation as ever. 
5 P. M. Nothing has been done in the House yet, 
except ineffectual motions to go into Committee, and 
calls for yeas and nays on trivial motions. 
The New York Hard Members intend issuing an 
address to their constituents, embodying their views 
on Territorial questions, and their attitude with re- 
ard to other political matters. 
10 P. M. The House continues in the same posi- 
tion, without any prospect of adjournment.

Loss or Sure Wincuester, AND Rescue or 500 
Passencers. New York, May 15. Thesteamer 
Washington arrived yesterday. She brought in 
the passengers and crew—in all 420—of the 
ship Winchester of Boston, wrecked at sea on 
the 17th of April. The Washington fell in 
with the Winchester on the 2d of May ; laid by | 
her 36 hours, and succeeded in rescuing every 
soul on board. In one hour after the last bout 
containing Capt. Moore and the first mate, left! 
her, the Winchester went down. She had pre-| 
viously put 300 passengers on board the ships 
Paragon and Mary & Caroline, and the brigs 
Ann, Robert Bruce, and Edward, bound to Que- 
bec. The Winchester lost four seamen over- 
board at the time of the disaster, and had several 
others disabled. 


Sertovs Raitroap Accipent. Troy, May 13. 
A locomotive ran into a passenger train, this 
morning, on the Hudson River railroad, near 
Greenbush. Many of the passengers were bad- 
ly injured—some fatally.

Brooxtyn Navy Yarp. Extensive prepara- 
tions are making for the construction of the 
great Government foundry there to be built, and 
considerable quantities of stone have arrived. 
The building will be 300 feet long by 65 wide, 
and have a lofty stack, with forty-five fires and 
a single blower, driven by machinery. There 
will also be a wing for machinery, boiler works, 
&c. The whole is designed to furnish and re- 
pair machinery for national steamers and will, 
afford unequalled facilities for the prosecution 
of naval construction. 

There are now at this station the following 
vessels: the Independence, razee; Congress, 
frigate ; and the steamers Vixen and Princeton. 
All but the last are nearly ready for sea, and 
are awaiting orders. The Princeton is having 
repairs made in her machinery, which may re- 
quire several weeks.

But man is nota mere uni- 
mul; what is best fur the ox and the ass, is not 
best fur him ; und in order tu degrade him into 
a pour unintellectual slave, over whom tyranny 
iu its caprice may trample rough shod, it is but 
necessary tu tie him down, auimal like, during 
his six working days, to hard, engrossing labor, 
und to convert the seventh intu aday of frivo- 
lous, unthinking relaxation. History speaks 
with much ewphasis on the puint. The old 
despotic Stuarts were tulerable adepts in the art 
vf king-craft, and knew well what they were du- 
ing, when they backed with their authority the 
Book of Sports. The many unthiuking serfs, 
who early in the reign of Charles L., dauced on 
Sabbath uround the May-pole, were afterwards 
the ready tuuls of desputisw, and fought that 
Englaud might be euslaved. ‘The ILrunsides, 
who in the cause of civil and religivus freedom, 
love their crowu, were staunch Sabbaturians. 
“In nv histury, however, is the value of the 
Sabbath more strikingly illustrated, than in that 
vf the Scotch people, during the seventeenth, 
and the larger portivu of tne eighteenth ceutu- 
ries. Keligivn and the Sabbath were their sule 
instructurs, und this iu times sv little favurable 
tw the cultivation of wiod, sv darkened by per- 
secutiun and stained with blcod, that, in at least 
the earlier of these centuries, we derive our 
knowledge of the character und amount uf pop- 
ular intelligence, mainly frum the death testi- 
monies of vur humble martyrs, here and there 
corruburated by the incideutal evidence of wri- 
ters, such as Burnet. In these noble addresses 
from the prison and scaffuld—the composition of 
men drafted by oppression almust at randum 
from the general mass—we see how viguruusly 











our Presbyterian people had learned w think, 
aod how well to give their thinking expression 
In the quieter times which fullowed the Revolu- 
tion, the Scottish peasantry existed as ut vnce 
the most provident und intellectual in Europe ; 
and a moral and instructed people pressed out- 
ward beyond the narrow bounds of their coun- 
try, and ruse into offices of trust and importance, 
in ull the nations of the world. ‘There were nu 
sucieties for the diffusion of useful knowledge ic 
these days. But the Sabbath was kept holy ; it 
was a day of which every dissipating frivolity 
was excluded bya stern sense uf duty. The 
popular mind, with weight imparted to it by: 
the pulpit addresses of the day, expatiated on 
matters of grave impost, of which the tendency 
wus to concentrate and strengthen, not scatter’ 
and weaken the faculties ; and the seculur cogi- 
tations of the week came to bear in consequence 
u Sabbath day stamp of depth and solidity. The 
one in the seven struck the tone for the other/ 
six. Our modern apvstles of popular instruction 
rear up no such men among the masses as were 
developed wader the Sabbaturian system in Scot- 
land. ‘Their aptest pupils prove but the loqua- 
cious gabblers of their respective worship— 
shallow superticialists, that bear un the surface 
of their minds a thin diffusion of ill-remembered 
facts and crude theories; and scarcely, indeed, 
do we see them rising in the scale of suciety ;' 
they become Sucialists by hundreds, and Char- | 
tists by thousands, and get no higher. The 
disseminator of mere useful knowledge takes aim 
at the popular ignorance ; but his inapt and un- 
scientitic gunnery does nut include in its calcu- 
lations the parabolic course of man’s spiritua! 
nature; and s0, aiming direct at the mark, hi 
aims too low, and the charge falls short.”
